Essen Bombed By 1,036 Planes 


Post-War Plans 


Second Of Crushing 
Attacks Is Launched

FOLKESTONE, England, June 2.—(CP)—Great forces of R.A.F. 
planes roared across the channel today in forays which southeast

LONDON, June 2.—(CP)—The Royal Air Force turned 
the lethal, devastating might of 1,036 planes loose on Ger- 
many last night, almost all of them on the region of the Nazi 
arsenal city of Essen, Prime Minister Churchill announced 


today. 


The second of the crushing raids which the R. A. F. 
has made against the sources of Hitler's military strength 
in three days struck at the home of the huge Krupp muni- 
tions works and Mr. Churchill promised more of even 
greater severity would follow “when we are joined, as we 
soon shall be, by the Air Force of the United States.” 


The Essen raid came after a pause of but one night, 
when bad weather held the R.A.F.’s great bomb-carrying 
air armada on the ground, after the mammoth attack by 
considerably more than 1,000 British bombers on Cologne. 


British Losses Are 35 Bombers 


Again, British losses were relatively slight for an air 
offensive of such magnitude. Mr. Churchill said 35 bombers 


had failed to return. 


These losses were nine fewer than the 44 of Saturday 
night—still far below the 10 per cent losses which mili- 
tary authorities generally agree can be afforded by a suc- 


Gov't Position 
On Conscription 


Much Improved

OTTAWA, June 2—After mak- 

Ing full allowance for changes and 
chances it appears today that the 
government will enter the con- 
scription debate with a betier 
chance of survival than seemed 
Possible a week ago. 

Prime Minister King, as the 
sponsor of the conscription amend- 
ments, must move thé second read- 
ing, and judging by present indica- 
tions will make his major speech 
at the outset. The debate is general- 
ly expected to begin as soon as the 
war appropriation bill is passed. 
This will likely happen today, but 
as Mr. King must consult the cabinet 
before making his speech, it would 
not be surprising if the debate did 
not open until Thursday or even 
next week. 


SITUATION IMPROVED 

The situation appears to have im- 
proved because the danger of resig- 
nations among the English-speaking 
ministers has receded. And this, in 
turn, is true because there is grow- 
ing confidence that Mr. King will 
not try to carry concessions to Que- 
bec beyond the breaking point. It 
is felt that he has come back from 
his country home in the Gatineau 
hills determined to have the main 
debate on conscription take place 
on the present amendments, Once 
these are passed, he is thought to 
be agreeable to direct action by the 
government in imposing conscrip- 
tion if and when the need for it 
arises. After the government has 
passed the order-in-council] impos- 
ing conscription he is said to favor 
a vote of confidence by the House 
f Commons,

CANUCKS IN ACTION 

Canadian fliers again were at the 
controls of giant four-engined 
Stirlings, Lancasters, Halifaxes and 
lighter Wellingtons and Hampdens. 

Some of these planes, among them 
craft which were back in action 
after having been over Cologne, can 
carry four tons of missiles. 

Mr. Churchill told the House 
of Commons the raiders had sown 
numerous and widespread fires 
last night and that the two raids 
introduced “a new phase in the 
British air offensive against Ger- 
many” which will put the enemy 
to “an ordea} the like of which 
never has been experienced in 
any country in continuity, sever- 
ity or magnitude.”

“DAY SHIFT” BEGINS 

Hardly before the last of the 
night bombers had rolled down on 
their home bases, the day shift of 
Britain's stepped-up offensive was 
in the clear air early today, streak- 
ing for the French coast. 

Just as the Germans sought to 
repay for the desolation of Co- 
logne with a retaliatory attack 
Sunday night on the ancient 
cathedral d¢ity of Canterbury, 
they asserted today another old- 
world English town, Ipswich, had 
been the target of their night air 
blows, 

Although the R.A.F.’s bombers, 
on which British authorities rely to 
paralyze Germany's industry city by 
city, encountered mist last night. 
they hit hard at their targets in 
Essen and its environs. 


TAKE U. 8S. OBSERVERS 

United States observers were be- 
lieved to have gone over again 
with the R.A.F 

They were preparing, presum- 
ably, for what Lt.-Gen. Henry Ar- 
nold, chief of the United States 
army air force, yesterday called the 
hope of American fliers “very soon 
to fly and fight beside the R.A.F.”

Essen is a manufacturing city 
noted chiefly for vital iron and 
steel works of the Krupp industries 

It lies on the Ruhr river in the 
Prussian Rhine province about 35 
miles northeast of Cologne on the 
main line of a railway to Berlin. 
Railroads radiate from Essen to all 
the principal towns of the West- 
phalian iron and coal fields,

Within less than a _ week, 
the war has entered an en- 
tirely new phase, and from 
present indications -it may be 
the beginning of the final one.

The staggering British air raids 
on Germany, first on Cologne and 
now on Essen, with many more to 
come, constitute a real second front 
which may spell the doom of Hitler- 
ism, 

The percentage of British plane 
losses in these raids, about three 
per cent, is low enough to seem 
probable that they can be continued 
on the same scale almost indefi- 
nitely. Even if the losses should in- 
crease and British plane production 
be unable to keep up with the 
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Nazi Air Ministry Divided .

CAIRO, June 2.—(AP)—| 
German armored forces, the 
cream of Field Marshal Er- 
win Rommel’s Africa Corps, 
which were trapped east of 
the Ain El Gazala-Bir Hach- 
eim line, are “being ceaseless- 
ly harried and destroyed” of 


British troops and planes 
and are being “mopped up,” 
the commander-in-chief an- 
nounced today. 

“Latest reports show the enemy 
may have withdrawn some of 
his tanks through the gaps” in 
the line, a statement by Gen. Sir 
Claude Auchinleck said, but “a 
large number of his tanks and 
many transport vehicles, how- 
ever, remain on the wrong side of 
this barrier.” 

“It is still difficult to give a firm 
estimate of the number of vehicles 
and tanks knocked out or disabled,” 
the statement said, but it was said 
the Axis losses have been very 
great, 

Caught behind the British line 
southwest of Tobruk after skirting 
it, the Axis forces have been strug- 
gling since noon of May 30 to hold 
open two gaps through British 
minefields and extricate their 
trapped forces from a costly pound- 
ing by British tanks, guns and 
planes. 

British forces, who have failed 
before to keep Romniel’s forces 
locked in traps where they seemed 
doomed to annihilation, recognize 
their desert antagonist as an elu- 
sive fighter and one who would not 
yield without the utmost resistance. 

One speeulation. therefore, is 
that the reported new Axis man- 
oeuvre is “a time-gaining device 
to hold the Axis forces together 
while supplies and fuel are 
brought up so they can fight their 
way out, rather than try an out- 
right race for safety with the re- 
sultant risk of heavy casualties, 
Another possibility, however, is 
that Rommel hopes to sit tight until 
reinforcements can reach him and 
then try again to shove his drive 
into forward gear toward Tobruk. 
Thus, on the seventh day since 
the Germans launched their offen- 
sive, the situation still is in flux in 
the heat and whirling sands of 
North Africa.

Bulgaria, Hungary and Rumania. 

The President, in a terse mess- 
age to the House of Representa- 
tives, said that these three coun- 
tries had declared war on the 
United States as “the instruments 
of Hitler.” 

They “are now engaged in mili- 
tary activities directed against the 
United Nations and are planning 
an extension of these activities,” 
he added.

“On the evening of May 26 Gen. 
Rommel launched the German 


Afrika Corps to the attack. He was 
at pains to explain in an order of 
the day issued to German and Ital- 
jian troops in his pay, that in the 
course of great operations they were 
to carry through a decisive attack 
against our forces in Libya and that 
for this purpose he had made ready 
and equipped forces superior in| 
number with perfected armament 
and powerful air force to give it 
| support. In conclusion he hailed his 
majesty the king of Italy and em- 
peror of Ethiopia, the Duce of the 
Empire, the Fuehrer of Great Ger- | 
many. 


READY FOR ATTACK 

“We had foreseen this attack and 
| were ready for it. | 

“From captured documents jt was | 
clear that Rommel's object was to 
defeat our armored forces and cap- 
ture Tobruk. 

“The main ingredients of his plan] 
were: First, to capture our de- 
fended locality at Bir Hacheim held 
by our gallant Allies, the Free 
French; secondly, to Pass around 
by the south of Bir Hacheim the 
German Africa corps comprising the 
15th and 21st armored divisions, to! 
be followed closely by the German | 
90th light division, the 20th Italian | 
mobile corps, comprising the 132nd | 
Ariete armored division, and the! 
101st Trieste motorized division; 
thirdly, to attack in strength our 
position running south from the 
Coast at Ain E] Gazala to Capuzzo 
Road, 

“These were held by the South 
African and 50th British divisions. 
the latter including battalions of 
the East Yorkshire regiment, Green 
Howards and Durham Light Infan- 
try, 

“Air reconnaissance had clearly 
indicated enemy preparations for 
the attack and in consequence our 
air force opened a counter offen- 
sive on the 21st with heavy at- 
tacks against enemy forward air- 
dromes. 

“These attacks were continued 
each night supplemented by low 
flying dawn and dusk attacks by 
light bombers and fighters. 

“The enemy paid us the compli- 
ment of trying to emulate our 
example on three nights prior to 
his final advance on the 27th. 

“He failed to achieve any success 
and Jost a number of aircraft to 
our fighters and anti-aircraft ar- 
tillery, 


DRIVEN OFF 

“On the night of May 26-27, the 
German Africa Corps carried out 
its part of the plan and passed to 
the south of Bir Hacheim, moving | 
north with great rapidity toward 
Acroma and also toward the old| 
battlefields of El Duda and Sidi | 
Rezegh, which were actually | 
reached by some of its most for- 
; ward troops, These soon were 
driven off by our armored forces. 
“Some Axis tanks actually reach- 
ed the escarpment overlooking the 
coast road north of Acroma but 
failed to interrupt communications 
between Tobruk and the South 
African troops holding our forward 
positions, 

“It is now known that on the 
saine night the enemy attempted 
landings from the sea at this spot, 
Presumably with the object of 
Joining up with these tanks but 
the hostile craft were driven off 
by our naval forces acting in close 
co-operation with the army.

“Our troops gave the enemy no 
rest and, finding himself running 
short of supplies and water, he had 
to make gaps in our minefields, one 
along a general line on the Capuzzo 
road and another 10 miles to the

our tanks, the enemy cannot re- 
| cover many of his, which should be 
permanently lost to him. 

Owing to three days of concentra- 
tion of low attack consequent to 
the desperate attempts of enemy 
fighters to protect the land forces, 
our air losses have not been light, 
though in a number of instances 
our pilots returned safe, their air- 
craft being recovered. 

Gen. Auchinleck ends by repeat- 
ing that the battle is not yet over, 
the issue still remains to be de- 
cided, but that the spirit and morale 
of our men in Libya, both in the 
army and air forces, whether they 
came from India, South Africa, the 
United Kingdom or elsewhere in 
the British Commonwealth, and 
that of our most gallant allies, the 
Free French, is magnificent. 

In a further telegraph the Com- 
mander in Chief adds, “The skill, 
determination and pertinacity 
shown by Gen, Ritchie and his 
Corps Commanders, Lt.-Gens. Mor- 
rie and Gott throughout this diffi- 
Cult strenuous week of hard, con- 
tinuous fighting has been of the 
highest order.” 

He further dwells upon the ex- 
cellent performance of American 
tanks with which all users are 
well pleased. He says our new 
heavy anti-tank gun has done 
great execution. 

From all the above it is clear we 
have every reason to be satisfied 
and more than satisfied with the 
course which the battle so far has 
taken, and that we should watch its 
further developments with earnest 
attenion.

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The Times Have Changed 


Speaking at Vancouver, the director of 
selective national service said it may be 
necessary to put more occupations on the 
restricted list, and even to close down 
some non-essential industries, in order to 
get men needed in the war industries. A 
registration of unemployed women was 
suggested as another possible expedient to 
make the labor supply go round. 

We are not yet far enough from the 
great unemployment period to make it 
easy to sense the retlity of a growing 
scarcity of men—and women—to fill jobs. 
It helps somewhat to recall that experts 
say there must now be eighteen producers 
and transport workers to keep each Sol- 
dier supplied. In the last war the accept- 
ed necessary ratio was five workers to each 
soldier. Now nearly four times as many 
are required. 

There are now about 430,000 men in 
our fighting forces. At the eighteen-to- 
one ratio it is doubtful if there are enough 
available industrial workers in the coun- 
try to maintain these men fully if they 
were all engaged in actual fighting and 
using up equipment and munitions at the 
necessary rate. Nor is it to be forgotten 
that Canadian-made equipment is going to 
every front from Russia to India. 

Noting these facts, a labor shortage in 
Canada before very long is conceivable, 
difficult as it may be to keep from think- 
ing of the present in the light of conditions 
which existed not 80 very long ago. 


Taking No Time Out 


Having stalled the Nazis at Kharkov, 
the Russians opened a new offensive in 
the Kalinin region, 700 miles to the north. 
The fighting in the south was to prevent 
Hitler starting his projected drive toward 
the Caucasus. That in the north is to oust 
the enemy from fortified positions where 
he may have planned to mark time if the 
drive in the south got going. If the former 
was a defensive-offensive on the part of 
the Russians, the new move looks more 
like a thrust intended to gain territory and 
push the enemy back toward the Polish 
border. F 

Moscow counts up the Nazi losses in 
the Kharkov campaign as 90,000 men 
killed or captured, 540 tanks destroyed, 
200 planes brought down and 1511 guns 
destroyed or captured. Credibility is given 
to the figures because Moscow admits Rus- 
sian losses of 75,000 men, 300 tanks, 832 
guns and 124 planes. As the battle ended 
in a draw, if not in the Russian favor, this 
comparison looks realistic. 

The fantastic figures issued at Berlin 
will hardly convince even Germans who 
know that the outcome of the battle leaves 
the Fuehrer’s army where it was at the 
beginning, or slightly to the rear. A vic- 
torious Nazi army has never failed to push 
ahead and capitalize its success. There is 
only one reason why the German troops 
are not now pushing their thrust at the 
Russian flank; they have been too badly 
mauled. 

After. so exhausting a struggle the 
Russians would be by no means likely to 
start another major attack without some 
delay if they were in danger of running 
short of supplies. The inference from their 
new offensive is that the Russian factories 
are producing well and htat convoys from 
Britain and the United States are getting 
percuah to Murmansk and the Persian

Cologne 


No person will need photographs of 
the ruins or a catalogue of the wrecked 
buildings to convince him that Cologne has 
practically gone out of business as a muni- 
tions producing centre and a key trans- 
POP AuaR point. Three thousand tons of 

mbs cannot be distributed over even so 
large a city without leaving it mainly an 
area of junk. And the raiders were nu- 
merous enough to place their bombs 
where they would do the most military 
damage. 

Cologne is a gateway through which 
munitions from Nazi plants in France 
must pass en route to Germany, and 
through which troops from Germany must 
pass into occupied France. It is the metro- 
polis of the industrial Rhineland, produc- 
ing centre of airplane motors, submarine 
motors, synthetic rubber, war chemicals 
and other war supplies. The gateway has 
undoubtedly been all but closed for the 
time being, and the productive plants de- 
stroyed. 

The effects of Saturday night’s raid 
must be felt on the Russian front, in the 
submarine zones, in Libya, The stoppage 
of production and the blocking of trans- 
portation routes may well be as important 
as the winning of a major battle by Allied 
forces on the ground. 

The attacking fleet was the largest air 
force that ever struck at any place on any 
front. The tonnage of bombs dropped was 
four times as great as the heaviest load a 
Nazi raiding force ever hurled upon a Brit- 
ish centre. The bombs used were more 
powerful than any in use a year ago. But 
there is every reason to suppose still larger 
armadas, carrying still heavier loads of 
perhaps even more destructive bombs will 
visit Germany during the coming weeks, 
“city by city”, 

This blow was delivered by Empire air 
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forces alone, with contingents of Polish, 
Czech and Free French fliers. When the 
United States airmen join in, as they are 
to do before long, as many planes may raid 
some Nazi city every good flying night as 
went over Cologne on Saturday. The air- 
krieg has boomeranged. From now on 
Germany is to get what it gave, in larger 
doses than it was ever able to administer. 
Vice Marshall Harris, who organized 
the Saturday night attack, said not long 
ago that if he could send 1,000 planes over 
Germany every night the military machin- 
ery there could be blown out of existence 
before the end of this year. Cologne proves 
the point.

No Economic Nationalism For Canada 


Would Not Like to See‘ 
Countenance Trade 
Defeatism 
FROM THE WINNIPEG FREE 
PRESS 


Many sound reasons dictated | 
the gift by Canada to Great | 
Britain of $1,000 millions of | 
goods this year. Its justification | 
lay not only on good war policy, | 
inspiring and invigorating alike 
to the donor and the recipient, 
but also in sound economics. Had 
Canada insisted on payment and | 
had adverse balances on such a 
scale been allowed to accumu- 
late until the end of what is like- 
ly to be a very long war, they 
would have reached so gigantic 
a size as to be unmanageable 
and obviously a deterrent to the 
resumption of sound trading re- 
lations in the post-war period, 

These facts were well brought 
out by Mr, Ilsley in his policy 
speech jn the House of Commons, 
but it is lamentable that a Liber- 
al Finance Minister of Mr. 
Ilsley’s great ability should have 
gone on to express what can re | 
described only as the most com- 


plete defeatism regarding the 
resumption of international trad- 
ing after the war. He said this 
(page 1553 Hansard): 

“Experience has shown that 
countries will accept these pay- 
ments in the form of imports 
only to a limited extent on bal- 
ance, if at all. To do so of course, 
exposes their producers to more 
intense competition from abroad 
and the excess of imports serves 
as a deflationary influence which 
appears to be unwelcome in 
normal peacetime.” 

This crude restatement of the 
doctrine of economic nationalism 
is an accurate account of the 
world’s policy from 1919 to 1939. 
Experience in that period points 
directly to the truth of Mr. 
Ilsley’s remark. The whole 
world, gripped in those desperate 
and disastrous years by a fresh 
access of protectionist national- 
ism was rushing headlong to des- 
truction like the historic Gadar- 


ene swine, 
But are we to understand from 
Mr. Ilsley’s speech that the 


Canadian Government, of which 
he is so powerful and prominent 
a member, has decided to accept 
this madness as the basis of its 
own post-war policies? We de- 


voutly pray not. Has a govern- 
ment which has made small but 
steady strides towards some 
slight freeing of trade during its 
years in office since 1935 now 
made up its mind that, in the 
post-war world we are to be 
forced to listen once again to all 
those arguments about the evil 
of exposing our home producers 
to competition and the deflation- 
ary influence of imports which s0 
poisoned and _ corrupted the 
minds of a large proportion of 
the country’s electorate? This, 
we hope, is unthinkable, 

If we have learned one thing 
from the experience of which 
Mr, Ilsley speaks it is that the 
doctrines he has here described 
were among the most important 
factors in breaking down the 
peace settlement and bringing 
upon the world the disaster of 
another war, When that war is 
over are we stubbornly to set 
our feet once more on this road 
that was directly and immedi- 
ately proved so ruinous? 

It would have been preferable 
if Mr. Ilsley had boldly announc- 
ed that in the post-war world, 
Canada proposed certainly to ac- 
cept, and preferably to put for- 
ward measures which would re- 


store to the world that measure 
of freedom of international trade 
which alone can lay the econo- 
mic basis of a durable peace. 
There would have been objection 
from no quarter had Mr. lisley 
accompanied such a_ statement 
by some description of the dif- 
ficulties that stood in the way 
of such a policy, But what he has 
here done is to give the impres- 
sion to Parliament and to Can- 
ada that, the moment this war is 
over, his policy would be to rush 
once more for those flimsy pro- 
tectionist hurricane shelters 
which the war has proved to be 
wholly useless, 

Surely he does not mean that 
we Canadians propose to den up 
behind a fiscal policy based on 
the historic fallacy that we can 
all get a little more by, each one 
of us, accepting a little less? 
More and more trade is what is 
needed, More and more imports. 
More and more exports. More 
and .more prosperity. More and 
more acceptance of the funda- 
mental truth that our prosperity 
depends upon the prosperity of 
our customers and that sky-high 
tariffs that block trade are the 
barriers that in time become the 
flaming barricades of war.

In 1899, when I was a young 
lieutenant, I was sent to the Phil- 
ippines. Our ship went via Suez.

New York. the men were given 
two months’ pay in gold and this

Jimmy Foxx Waived Out American League 
-|Famous Slugger 


Is Sold To Cubs 


BOSTON, June 2—(AP)—Jimmy Foxx, now crowding 
35 but up to a year ago one of baseball's greatest right- 
handed sluggers, Monday was waived out of the American 
League by Boston Red Sox and sold outright to Chicago Cubs, 
managed by Jimmy Wilson, his old friend and Philadelphia 


neighbor. 

The passing of Foxx, known by 
fandom as “Double X” and most 
affectionately by teammates and 
rivals as “The Beast,” came as 
no surprise, 

Baseball knew he was just about 
washed up with the Red Sox last 
season, especially after Owner Tom 
Yawkey, his sincere admirer, tried 
vainly to land him the managership 
of Cleveland Indians. 

Until recently, Foxx appeared de- 
stined to rejoin Philadelphia Ath- 
letics, the major league club he 
broke in with 18 years ago when, 
fresh from a Maryland farm, he 
launched one of the greatest first- 
basing careers in modern baseball.

He said that in the recent negotia- 
tions between Edmonton hotel em- 
ployers and members of the Bev- 
erage Dispensers’ union, the pro- 
crastination of the local regional 
board had cost hotel workers 65 
cents weekly in cost-of-living bonus 
payments, 


WON BY THREAT 

Mr, Johnstone said the regional 
boards did not appear to give inter- 
pretation to the intent of the order- 
in-council and that any concessions 
given to Jabor had been won only 
through the exercise of labor's 
threat to strike, 

He said there was strong reason 
to believe that it was the policy of 
regional boards, in fact there is 
proof, to delay as long as possible 
decisions on cost-of-living bonus 
payments, and only to acceed when 
the workers involved in the dispute 
had sufficient strength to enforce 
their demands, 

Mr. Johnstone came to Edmonton 
to participate in the negotiations be- 
tween the hotel employees and pro- 
prietors on the payment of a cost- 
of-living bonus,

Abundant Share Of Excitement 


By FRANCOISE MARTIN 


“Edmonton is usually a quiet 
place, a very quiet place. There 
are people who say it is positively 
dull..." read a news item in 
The Edmonton Bulletin on a 
Pleasant day in June 1892—just 50 
years ago, 

But during the 30 days of June 
1892, this settlement of approxi- 


mately 1,500 people had its full 
share of excitement. 
Installation of Edmonton's first 


electric lights took place, and these | 
their | 


bright beacons disseminated 
welcome rays in well selected spots 
Eight points were chosen as the 
first to be electrically-lighted and 
all are well known today, They 
were the R.C.M.P. barracks; Nam- 
ayo Avenue, now 97 Street; the Al- 
berta hotel; the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany store; The Bulletin corner; 
Gallagher's butcher store on Jasper 
Avenue; First Presbyterian church, 
then at the corner of 104 Street and 
$9 Avenue and Norris and Carey's 
store. 

Tar sands and an oil spring were 
found north of St. Albert, and much 
speculation and some digging took 
place, 

The town's first fire engine ar- 
rived, a masterful piece of equip- 
ment which could produce two con- 
tinuous streams to be thrown 70 
feet by means of two hand pumps. 

But above all, Edmonton showed 
that it had the red-blooded deter- 
mination of a frontier town, and 
indulged in a “feud” comparable to 
the tall tales of hill-billy country.

Adoption by the dominion gov- 
ernment of a long term program 
for the provision of adequate low 
rent housing to meet the ever- 
growing shortage in cities 
throughout Canada was urged by 
delegates to the Edmonton Trades 
and Labor Council at a meeting 


held Monday evening at the 
Labor Hall. 

A resolution was unanimously 
passed asking the dominion gov- 
ernment to institute “an immed- 
iate long term program for the 


provision of an adequate supply of 
low rent housing, subsidized by the | 
government, and made available to} 
families of low income, who cannot 
secure decent housing through or- 
dinary private initiative.” 

The resolution asked also that the 
“operation of the National Housing 
Act be continued and that perman- 
ent dominion, provincial and local 
housing authorities be set up, im-| 
plemented with funds adequate to 
acquire land and to construct and 
manage large scale community 
subsidized housing projects.” 

It was asserted by delegates 
that the housing of workers was 
a national public responsibility 
that established the fact that 
public assistance must be given 
where ordinary private enter- 
prise cannot provide such hous- 
ing. 

Delegates said that the housing 
situation in Edmonton was ex- 
tremely bad, and that slum condil- 
tions, already a health menace, 
were being rapidly extended 
through the lack of proper housing 
facilities, 

It was emphasized that Edmon- 
ton, through rapid expansion from 
war work, faced a deplorable house 
shortage which could only be over- 
come by federal assistance,

Answering Mr. McClung the wit- 
ness stated his father's eyesight was 
sufficiently good to enable him to 
Play poker. “He was playing the 
day previous to mother's death,” he

Bar Welcomes 
New Justice To

He said the disease is prevent. | 
able and urged teachers and pars | 
ents to assist health authorities in 
preventing the spread of the dis- 
ease, 

First symptoms of the disease, Dr 
Bow said, included vomiting, fol- 
lowed by sore thibat, headache and 
fever. A heavily-coated tongue 
with raised red points—“strawberry 
tongue"—is also characteristic, The 
rash usually begins within 12 or 24 
hours of the onset. In the mildest 
cases the rash may disappear with- 
in a few hours. In such cases, per- 
sons suffering from the disease 
were often permitted to come into 
contact with others, thus spreading 
the malady, Dr. Bow said. 

“It should be borne in mind that 
in some epidemics of scarlet fever, 
many cases of the disease may oc- 
cur in which there is no evidence 
of rash,” Dr. Bow stated. The first

By your vigorous activity as a 
society you may increase the 
amount of crumbs but you will 
not obtain a complete program of 
social security until reorganiza- 
tion of the system is complete,” 
Mr. Ronning warned. 

“Today we have the physical pos- 
sibilities to provide every young 
one with education, every middle- 
aged one with work and every old 
one with security,” he said, 


CAN AFFORD SECURITY 


“If we can afford to train and 


}educate men for the noble work of 
| war, we can certainly afford to pro- 


vide similar needs in times of peace, 
security for the aged included,” he 
Stated. 

“The problem of old age pensions 
and social security cannot be solved 
as long as the control of industry 
and finance is left in the hands of 
private interests,” Mr. Ronning 
Stated. 

He emphasized that the aged 
have not lost their usefulness to 
society simply because they have 
reached the age of inactivity. 
The nation should recognize them 
for what they are now worth to 
society as well as rewarding them 
for what they have already con- 
tributed, he stated. 

“It is positively iniquitous, it is 
not Christian that such a wealthy 
nation as Canada should allow an 
aged person to be practically re- 
duced to the state of a pauper be- 
fore he is entitled to a pension,” 
Mr. Ronning stated, 

Alderman Ainlay, who preceded 
Mr, Ronning, stated that the amount 
of pension should be all that the 
state can provide out of production 
from year to year. Sixty-five should 
be the absolute top age as most 
men at the age of 55 or 60 are not 
fit for further work, he said. 


WORK IMPOSSIBLE 


Proof of this is the experience of 
men at 55 and even younger who 
find it impossible to acquire work 
once they lose the job they pre- 
viously had, Mr. Ainlay explained. 

The one thing in the path of the 
Canadian people being the happiest 
in the world today is the weight 
they must carry on their shoulders 
worrying about their social security 
in old age, he emphasized. 

There is no place in the world 
that could remove that burden 
easier than Canada could. She is 
blessed with a wealth of natural 
resources, and has a small popu- 
lation of nearly 12,000,000 active 
and resourceful inhabitants, but 
security will not be 
achieved until the industrial de- 
velopment in Canada is socialized 
and the aged get the benefits 
thereof, Mr. Ainlay explained.

The home guard which had been 
organized in 1885 by General 
Strange was called out by the 
mayor “to keep the peace—that is, 
the land office.” Almost every able- 
bodied man was there-—most of 
them armed — and ready for any 
eventuality, 


FOUR DAYS ON JOB 


The guard remained for four days. | 
On the following Tuesday rain fell 
and the books were threatened. 
Police moved them to shelter, and 
some watchful enthusiast saw the 
movement and mistaking its object 
gave the alarm, 

All the bells were rung, and in 
eight minut®s, by the watch, not 
less than 150 men were around the 
land office with a hundred or two 
more coming as fast as they could. 

On the Tuesday telegrams started 
coming into Edmonton from Ottawa 
and Regina, including one from Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, premier of Canada, 
who stated his attention had been 
drawn “to condition of things” in 
Edmonton. 

The matter was eventually clear- 
ed up with the land office remaine 
ing in Edmonton — but it was a 
hectic week for those who knew 
their rights and demanded them. 

It has remained here ever since.
